Alberta members of the Canadian Weekly Newapt^iers 
Association have taken a definite stand regarding free 
government publicity. They have decided to refrain from 
publishing all publicity matter sent out by the govern¬ 
ment, until the government sees fit to fulfil its promise of 
co-operation with the newspapers. 

The publishers of ninety-two weekly newspapers con¬ 
curred in this matter, as the flood of free publicity mater¬ 
ial, threatens to bury the average newspaper office. As 
tire resolution states: “Weekly newspapers cannot carry 
on their business successfully with kind words and glow¬ 
ing promises.” 

All this propaganda, while doubtless containing infor 
mation of value, is distinctly in the interests of the gov¬ 
ernment. Its free dissemination through the press enhan¬ 
ces the standing of the government, which pays salaries 
to the promoters and the composers of the articles. But 
it is the newspaper publisher who pays the printer to set 
up the material for the public to read. Why should he 
contribute money out of his own pocket to spread such in¬ 
formation as any existing government decides should be 
spread. 1 v* 

In this respect, Alberta is said to be a more serious of¬ 
fender than any other province. And the unfortunate fea¬ 
ture is that many acts and regulations which it is im¬ 
portant that the public should know, are never brought to 
attention through the press. New acts are passed, follow¬ 
ing which there is no systematic attempt to inform the 
public. The result is that many violations are committed 
through ignorance, and the entrance of the officers of the 
law is the first intimation that a law has been broken. 
It would seem to be the clear duty of any government to 
inform Citizens through the press, of any changes or 
amendments in law. Only in this way would they be 
playing fair with the public, especially in instances where 
violations are^ likely to result in costly fines. 

Certainly there is an abundance of government employ¬ 
ees, inspectors, clerks, etc. all drawing salaries for some¬ 
thing or other. . For long now, the weekly press has be¬ 
longed to this army,-differing only from others in the fact 
that its services, though admittedly valuable, are unpaid. 
Newspaper men have decided to call a halt in this expen¬ 
sive form of philanthropy, and call for a little compen-

“The man in the street is asking himself plain questions 
Why is Brazil burning her coffee as a drug on the mar¬ 
ket, while in New York, the richest city of the World, 
people are begging for nickels for a mouthful of the same 
coffee and going without ? 

“Why are troopers closing oil wells in Texas when 
thousands of mechanics in Detroit are waiting to build 
engines which would use that oil ? 

“Why is wheat bursting elevators in Chicago while 
China suffers famine, and in India scarcely a family ends 
the day fully fed? 

“Why is gold filling the vaults in Wall Street to over-' 
flowing, when a dozen countries are driven off the gold 
standard? Why should abundance be the negative of 
prosperity and, a bumper harvest a calamity, from which 
the world prays heaven to be delivered? 

“Hitherto, mankind has been living in the aftermath of 
the war, and war is waged under the anaesthetics of pas¬ 
sion, prejudice and propaganda. An atmosphere is creat¬ 
ed in which nothing can he seen in true perspective. It 
has been -easy for statesmen to prefer phrases to facts, to 
attend conferences only to postpone decisions. And the 
people have been merely confused. 

“The question of the moment is, whether this depres¬ 
sion quite without precedent in the annals of history,-will 
prove the final antidote to the war anaesthesia. Is civili¬ 
zation prepared to tear aside her bandages, discard the 
crutches on which she has been leaning since the war and 
face the chill accuracies of fact? She has been conduct¬ 
ing the affairs of the world on the assumption that twice 
two may lie three and should 1 be five. Now she must face 
the fact'that twice two are four. Since such great nations 
as Germany and Britain are unable to avert crises and ca¬ 
tastrophes, it is inevitable that the man on the street 
seeks to distinguish between artificialities and essentials. 

“During the war. everything in every nation was de: 
ploted. This had to be re-stocked, and this very illusion 
of prosperity, stimulated inflation. Huge profits were 
calculated on invested capital. The general greed for 
wealth without work, passed incredible bounds and unre¬ 
ality reached its zenith.

When the thistle roots have pro¬ 
duced the full growth of tips and 
bloom they are at their weakest 
stage and have the least resistance 
of any season of the year. 

If sodium chlorate is to be used it 
should be aplied during that time and 
before the fall frosts stop the circu¬ 
lation of the sap in the plant. 

In cultivated fields where the patch¬ 
es are large enough to justify the 
use of the cultivation the land should 
be fall plowed as deep as possible in 
order to bring the main roots up to 
the surface and the land left rough 
during the winter to allow the win¬ 
ters frost to work on the root system 

A thorough black summerfallow 
during the fallowing season will 
make a complete kill. 

.The summer’s cultivation should lie 
often enough to prevent the plants 
ever reaching the surface for as soon 
as the leaves start to grow they be- 
gin to carry nourishment down to the 
roots and increases their power to 
develop more tops. 

If the new shoots are, -destroyed 
before they reach the surface every 
time they make a start the roots will 
bo entirely mosthered out. 

As a result of a strike called by a 
few of those employed on relief road 
work near Passburg last week, the 
entire equipment has been removed 
to another district.

“Tije fact that the Canadian dol¬

died, on Sunday morning at the age 
of 84 years. No scientist has con¬ 
tributed more to the modern age than 
Edison, and he has long been acknow 
ledged as the world’s greatest inven¬ 
tor. While his nfost universally used 
invention is the incandescent light, 
yet he held one thousand patents on 
his various discoveries. 

Amongst some of the great mod¬ 
ern mechanisms in which he took a 
responsible part are the typewriter, 
which he assisted in perfecting?--the 
multiplex telegraph system; the car¬ 
bon telephone transmitter which es¬ 
tablished the commercial value of the 
telephone. The phonograph came 
soon after and was followed by the 
electric light in 1879. Shortly after 
he developed the electrical generator 
for distribution of light, heat and 
power: 

In 1891 he brought out the motion 
picture camera and projection ma¬ 
chine, later working on a process to 
synchronize motion with speech. 
These are but a few of his major ef¬ 
forts. He has hundreds of others to 
his credit. ' 

He claimed that his success was due 
to-one per cent, inspiration and nine¬ 
ty-nine perspiration. He was a tire- 
jess worker and much of his success 
was due to the men he chose to Work 
under him, of whom he demanded the,, 
same devotion that he himself gave. 
Closest of his friends were Henry 
Ford and the late John Burroughs. 

He leaves a widow and six children 
and the day of his burial, October 21 
was the fifty-second anniversary of 
the invention of the electric light.
